Towards Christmas the story may 
be “sore throat” or it may be “had a 
cough,” but now it is “ had a cold.” 
Clerks and factory workers are also 
turning up with colds. Many of them 
stay home from work. What is more 
important, many of them come to work 
in spite of their colds, headaches, ach- 
ing and fevers, and infect their fellow 


: employés.

The thing comes in waves and just 
about now the first big wave is due. 
It is significant that just now, or last 
week, or some other time about now, 
the windows go down. All summer peo- 
ple have been living in open window 
rooms. Offices have been on the open

windows up. Stores have been enjoying 
natural ventilation. But somewhere in 
October it got cool, espécially before 11 
in the morning and after 3 in the after- 
noon.

The two synchronize. Soon after the 
one happens the other follows. Always 
has been that way. Most everybody 
has noticed it. Most people know these 
two occurrences to be cause and effect. 


The bad part of it is that colds are 
cumulative. About Thanksgiving the 
sore throat will pile up an top of the 
colds. Along in December.the waves of 
coughs will come. Finally, along in Jan- 
uary, pneumonia will grip us. The colds 
will still be with us, but out of that 
soil these other noxious weeds will be 


growing. 


~~ 

Dr. Nesbit tells us that im the public 
schools in Gary last session, 10,364 
pupils lost 23,272 days from school be- 
cause of colds. The tota] number of 
pupils was 14,279. Colds, sore throats, 
and coughs caused 36 per cent of all fll- 
ness and 35 per cent of the total nufn- 
ber of days lost from all illness. 

The school teachers fared even worse. 
In the Gary schools the téachers lost 
625 days:from school because of colds, 
sore throats, and coughs. This growp 
of troubles caused two-fifths of all the 
cases of illness and two-fifths of all the 
time lost. 

Colds are a serious matter in Gary— 
as they are everywhere else. If put- 
ting the windows down causes the sick- 
ness rate from colds to mount so, why 
not leave them up? We might leave them 
up tn the middle of the day, anyhow. 
We might leave them open for, say, five 
or ten minutes out of every hour. Some 
simple scheme ought to work. It is worth 
while doing something to escape this 
first autumn wave of colds.

CHICAGO. — The United Societies’ 
demonstration against Mayor Thomp- 
son's Sunday saloon closing order was 
the largest and in many respects the 
most spectacular street parade held in 
Chicago in recent years. It was three 
times as large as Mayor Thompson’‘s 
prosperity parade when he was inaucu- 
rated and five times as large as the 
recent “dry” parade that weicomed' 
the mayor home from California. By 
actual count there were 2,242 vehicies 
and 44,155 persons in line. It was 4 
riot of-color and music for “ persona] 
liberty.” 

WASHINGTON, — President Wil- 
son's long expected protest against the 
British blockade, the operation of 
which has violated international law, 
contravened American rights, and 
damaged American commercial inter- 
est to the extent of millions of dollars; 
was made public by the state depart- 
ment. It demands that neutrals be 
given their rights at sea and declares 
America will not recognize the block- 
ade, but it is the mildest note of major 
importance addressed to the belliger- 
ents in the present war.

1. The middle parties: the German 
people’s party, the Centrists or Cath- 
olics, the Bavarian people’s party, and 
sometimes the democrats. Men such 
as the reichstag’s greatest orator, Dr. 
Stresemann, and the leader of the Cen- 
trists, former Chancellor Marx, are the 
outstanding figures in this group. 

2. The parties of the right: the na- 
tionaligts, with the dashing Count 
Westarp, whose decisions overrun the 
narrow fanatical faction of his party 
under Herr Hergt share this side of 
the reichstag in which the superna- 


tionalists are typified by Field Marshal | 


Ludendorff. 

3. The left wing: the leaders are the 
socialists, who are headed by Rudolph 
Breitscheid, a tall Demosthenes of the 
reichstag, whose oratorical pawer often 
rivals that of Dr. Stresemann. On 
the left side are also the communists, 
but they are reduced to helplessness by 
intrigues in their own ranks. 

Middie Parties in Saddle. 

The place of honor belongs to the 
middle parties. They dre the pillar of 
the German political society. They 
are the men who in the last five 
years, though inferior in number as 
compared with the radical monarch- 


{sts or radical Socialists, have always 


managed to keep the power in their 
control and protect Germany from 
the wildest politica! experiments. The 
German People’s party, the Centrists 
an dthe Bavarian People’s party are 
today the chief supporters of the_Lo- 
carno pacts. The fifty-one members 
of the German People's party together 
with sixty-nine Centrists and nineteen 
members of the Bavarian People’s 


‘ DParty form a fundamental block to- 


taling 139. Reinforcing this group 
are thirty-two Democrats, bringing 
the voting strength of the Middle 
parties to 171. 

This numerical weakness explains 
why the German government is buf- 
feted from both sides despite the fact 
that Drs. Stresemann and Marx and 
some of the strongest men in German 
political life. control it. The German 
People’s party ts the party of the in- 
dustrialists and big commerce, con- 
sequently it is rich. The Centrists are 
recruited from industry and the Cath- 
olic population of Westphalia, the 
Rhineland and Bavaria.

Bernstorff Acts as Mediator. 


The Democrats, led by Count Bern- 
storff, former ambassador to the United 
States, for years were close collabo 
rators with the middle group.

They point 
out to their partisans that whatever 
is wrong is due to the inefficiency of 
the parties in power and they are con- 
fident that if there are new elections 
the voters will flock back to them. 
Therefore, their papers are insisting 
that the reichstag must dissolve unless 
the Nationalists ratify the Locarno 
pact which members of their party 
then in the cabinet, helped to devise. 

Ask Guaranty for Socialists. 


The Democrats are requesting that 
the cabinet give the Socialists a full 
fledged guaranty that the government 
of Germany and the government of 
Prussia will remain in the hands of the 
center coalition with so strong a 
sprinkling of Socialists as to corres- 
pond to the Weimar coalition, and that 
the Nationalists will be definitely out 
of the governmental! picture. 

The Nationalists are not in the least 
degree willing to withdraw from the 
limelight despite the resignation of 
their members from the cabinet. They 
are the second strongest party in the 
reichstag. One hundred and ten mem- 
bers answer to their 1oll call in sharp 


military tone. Often their ranks are 
reinforced by Field Marshal Luden- 
dorff’s fifteen Hittlerites. In their 
eyes the Locarno pacts spell treason. 
They are laboring under the convVic 
tion that England and France will not 
fulfill the promises given at Locarno 
but will insist on every pound of flesh 
which Germany offered to obtain the 
French and British promises.

CHICKEN WITH PARSLEY 
SAUCE. 


y ‘was the poet Emily Dickinson 
who said a “ bone has obligations,” 
and part of the theme of the fol- 
lowing is that a chicken bone has 

obligations. The obligations of a bone 
in cookery are that it yield a meat 
stock or broth. If this liquid ts strong 
enough to jelly it makes al] the better 
broth, and is otherwise highly service 
able: A little Hellied byoth on hand is 
of great resource when a quick meal 
must be served. With or without veg 
etables, it may be made into a soup. 
If there is some meat of its kind, it 
may be heated up in the thickened 
meat liquid and served on toast, or 
as you please. If with the chicken 
jelly there ts some cold chicken, a 
quick fricassee, or a chicken pie (for 
Thanksgiving), or chicken a la king. 
etc.. can be made. , 

We have known for a long time that 


‘we couid get a second or a third ex- 


traction from currants and other fruits 
in making jelly. It has also been 
known, but the matter has passed out 
of practice that a second and ‘iird 
stock—thre~ extractions—can be easily 
secured ‘hen we cook a chicken, or 
three when the chicken is cooked in 
ac tain superior way. 

And what do you suppose that way 
is? It is one adapted from a rather 
old book. The chicken, trussed, . is 
cooked in a double boiler with only 
one-half cup of water to a pound of 
the meat and a little salt added to it. 


‘When the chicken is done—in about 


two hours—you have about the nest 
“boiled” chicken you can imagine. 
excellent for many services. with 
something more than a cup of the 
clearest and whitest of liquids, which 


‘will form a stiff jelly when cold, with 


an excellent fat on top. 


Origin of the Recipe. 

The name of the old book from which 
the recipe comes is “ Good Cookery,” 
by the Right Honorable Lady Lian- 
over. It was published in London in 


The story begins with “once upon 
a time.” The aged Welshman, of 
ancient lineage, in his cell, is at once 
introduced as one who was remarkable 
even in his youth “for acquiring a 
practical knowledge of whatever art 
he deemed it useful to understand. 
One day as he sits near his door the 
“traveler” approaches, and the two 
fall into a discussion about modern 
improvements which sounds as though 
they we:. talking about things of yes- 
te Ly. 

Finally the hermit asks to be told 
about the improvements in “the arts 
of iife.” He says he supposes every: 
body from noble to peasant has a din. 
ner “ which combines delicacy of flavor 
with the greatest economy and the 
utmost attention to health, with tempt- 
ing appearance.” But the-~-travelle: 
knows this is not true, and is inclined 
to maintain his statements about the 
great progress made by fibbing. After 
some hedging. and need to answer 
directly what has been “the progress 
and improvement in cookery,” he says: 
“The very recollection of what I have 
suffered from the universal, indeed 
cherished, ignorance of the culinary 
art in the kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, occasions a faintness 
which I canhet overcome.” He con- 
fesses that he is dyspeptic and sus 
picious about almost any food. But he 
has now fasted and though he fears 
what his delicate digestion may suffer 
from what may be offered by this old 
man, there is no alternative. He must 
eat or starve, 

When they reappear, after an “ad- 
mirable repast,’’ they have entered into 
a pact in which the hermit’s part is 
really to give his now departing guest 
cooking lessons. When the traveller

The Old Recipe.

Parsley Sauce Model. 

“The hermit placed two ounces of 
fresh butter in a tin saucepan, which 
fitted into another holding boiling 
water; he added a teaspoenfu! of flour, 
which he mixed with the butter as it 
metted, adding also by degrees two ta- 
blespoons of milk. When well incor- 
porated he added six tablespoonfuls of 
water, stirring it around the same 
way till it attained thé thickness of 
moderate—not too thickK—cream. He 
had: previously requested his compan 
ton to assist the widows by washing 
some parsley and pick it leaf from leaf. 
this he put into boiling water for a 
few minutes, then minced it fine and 
bruised it to a pulp in a small mortar: 
after which it was put into his own 
wooden sauceboat, the work of his 
own hands, which had been previous 
ly heated with hot water, and pouring 
the melted butter upon the parsley 
stirring the whole together rapidly °

Average Person Needs Help. 

“ Having some one command your exercises for you helps the 
average individual. You get better results than taking your own 
orders. The radio instructions and reducing records are good for 
these. You need something or some one to get you interested. 


“ Diets are all right for those who are overweight. Spinach and , 


milk on two meal a day assignments make a good reducing diet. But 
any diet will surely show results if you stick to it and don’t cheat. 
I think, though, you can keep yourself in better health and better 
physical condition generally by exercising before you get to the 
weight that calls for dieting. 

“ Everybody would benefit from a 10 minute workout mornings 
with a pair of pully exercisers. These movements are good for the 
waist, arms, stomach, and legs.” 

Mr. Dempsey does not classify swimming in his list of best exer- 
cises for himself. His objection is that it tightens the muscles. Peo- 
ple with soft and flabby skin, for that very reason, might, on the 
other hand, find swimming extremely beneficial, he thinks, particu- 
larly in salt water. 

We asked him to outline a brief series of exercises that would 
cover all the muscles of the body, reduce where reduction is neces- 
sary, develop where development is needed, and that would keep at 
right weight those who are neither under or over developed. 

“ Walking goes first,” he answered my request, “if not in the 
morning, then some time during the day, and at every chance one has 
to step along briskly. Jumping the rope is good for nimble foot- 
work and slender ankles. Begin easily; don’t jump long. 

“ Rising up and down on the toes will take the fat off the legs if 
done briskly and regularly enough, Another exercise for the legs, 
also for the hips, thighs, and waist, is to grasp the back of a chair 
with the hands and go through a running motion with the legs, bring- 
ing the feet up in as high a back kick as you can, 

“ For the stomach, waist, shoulders, in fact the entire body, you 
cannot do better than this exercise: Lie flat on your back on the 
floor. Bring your hands up from your sides and try to touch your 
toes with them: the body to be raised forward without the aid of 
the hands. Then as you get better at this put your hands behind 
vour head, come up the same way, and project the head as far in the

Drama of China 


By Edward Moore. 


ONDER how many people know there is a Chinese 
theater in Chicago—how many, that is, outside of the 
Chinese themrelves. There is one, it is in nightly 
operation, and it bids fair to be a permanent insti- 
tution. Its repertoire is being unfolded at 1515 Wabash ave 
nue, next to the Coliseum, but after the first of the year its 
promoters expect to move into its 
own home and stay there indefinitely. 

It is worth a visit, and this for 
several reasons. You will find the 
actors’ costunmfes several degrees 
more gorgeous than in occidental 
musical shows. Surmounted with 
peacock feathers, trailing long pheas- 
ant plumes, clad in silks of all the 
colors of the rainbow, they make a 
continuous splash of color that you 
will have to go.to the Lido in 
Venice to equal.

Penalties of Play Production. 

The season has not been kind to the outsiders who have 
tried a hand at play producing this year. Not at all kind, 
but ever so costly. And among the smiling losers is, as 
usual, Otto Kahn, banker. 

“ Arabesque” is the Kahn entry, according to the gos 
sips. Its sinking fund is said so far to have swallowed up a 
little more than) $150,000, which may quite reasonably be 
spoken of as a tidy sum. 

This is the venture that was to realize the ambitions of 
Norman-Bel Geddes. Geddes is the artist scene designer who 
staged “The Miracle’’ and who has done many fine things 
hereabouts. He comes from Michigan, and when he first 
arrived in town some years back he brought an armfu] of 
designs, a pretty wife, and a large stock of hopeful 
enthusiasm. 

The designs got him a chance to do others, and as his 
wife helped with these he attached the “ Bel” of her name to 
the Norman of his with a hyphen. There it has remained 
ever since, although Mrs. Geddes no longer assists. 

Norman-Bel, following the success of “ The Miracle,” nat- 
urally wanted to do something on his own. He bought the 
play that is now “ Arabesque,” and went into partnership 
with Richard Herndon. Together they raised the funds to 
try several artistic things. Last summer, for example, they 
went to. Parig and produced Mercedes de: Acogta’s play, 
“Jeanne d’Arc,” with Eva Le Gallienne in the titular rdéle. 
As soon as they wanted to leave, no one in Paris tried to 
detain them, so they came back and prepared “ Arabesque.” 

It fs a novel and handsome production. There is but one 
scene, but it serves many purposes. At first it is a rough 
pyramid of huge white: blocks, rising to the height of a 
Turkish city’s roofs and falling away on either side. 

In the foreground is a Tunisian street scene, with loung- 
ing beggars. bergaining merchants, playing children, and 
passing nobles.. Now this ts changed, while the lights are 
lowered, to an interior, without moving «@ stick of scenery 
and with the actors in the scene carrying on their cushions 
and frankly arranging the furnishings of the new room. 

Again the furnishings disappear in the lowered lights, 
and a troupe of Bedouins, strolling in from the nearby desert, 
attaches tents to the walls, sets up fires, and spreads blankets 
for the night. It is moonlight on the desert now, and the 
towers of the city have faded into a sort of misty series of 
rocky mounds. It is all done with lights and each effect in 
itself carries: its own fllusion. 

It is im the desert scene that a seduction occurs which 
ts more daring and more sensational] than any other that 
has been staged in our theaters. So far neither police nor 
reformers have protested, so I assume it will be permitted to 
set a new standard of brazenness disguised as art. 

“This ts terrible,” some one wrote Mr. Geddes. 

“Not half so terrible ag it might be,” he replied. “It ts 
true. Lf it were not played truly, there would be no excuse 
for it.” 

The weakness of ~ Arabesque” is its story. There is a 
vaguely emphasized contest for the person of a veiled in- 
génue.

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Annual’ American 
Show Disappoints 
By Eleanor Jewett. 


EN days have passed since the 
opening of the exhibition of 
American Paintings and Sculp- 
ture at the Art institute, and I 
must confess that subsequent visits to 
the galleries have not done much to 
soften the impression of chill aloof- 
ness the paintings first inflicted upon 
me. There are horribly few pictures 
along those walls which are intimate 
or friendly; horribly few that get right 
dewn to facts and declare themselves 
human. The majority, one feels, were 
painted for exhibiti purposes. 

Perhaps they were not painted for 
exhibition purposes. The jury simply 
preferred them above the several] hun- 
dred others they refused to hang. Their 
preference might be called in question. 
It would be interesting to see the paint- 
tings that were turned down. Possibly 
no really vital work was offered. Pos- 
sibly the jury chose wisely. It baunts 
one, however, this menace of nonac 
cepted, when the accepted are not 
more obviously effective. 

Two paintings which cleverly fllus- 
trate the difference between human 
and merely pictorial are found in the 
first r6éom. One is by an artist who 
finds life everywhere vastly interest- 
ing and paints it with a seeing eye and 
a truthful brush, Wayman Adama. 
Perhaps you remember his portraits of 
Booth Tarkington and of Joseph Pen- 
nell. There were two portraits that 
would stand out in no matter what 
company they were placed. The pres- 
emt exhibit finds him represented by 
an amusing and simple study, “ Pho 
tographer of Fine Arts,” a pot-bellied, 
pursy, affable, and conceited gentle 
man from a Maine street studio. Sim- 
ple as he is, he is human. 

Jist opposite hangs the portrait of 
a lady by Leopold Seyffert. There is 
excellent painting in this portrait, but, 
handsome as the canvas is, there is 
mo red blood in it. The beautiful 
white satin gown is of soft and shining 
texture; the purple feather fan is an 
exquisite masterpiece; the pose has 
dignity; the face—the face is a doll’s 
face, a mask of unfretted loveliness. 
Women today, even women of fashion, 
do not have faces like that, all their 
individuality ironed out. It may make 
@ more decorative canvas to deny the 
ego, but the practice is dangerous, 
the denial] leaves such a void for vacu- 
ity to fAlL 

There is another dead-alive paint- 
ing of people in a large picture, the 
work of Leon Kroll. He calls it “My 
Wife’s Family.” The suggestion has 
been made that possibly he was giv- 
ing the family a slight dig in the ribs 
by portraying them thus. At all 
events, there seems no good reason 
why fiesh and blood should endure 
such caricature without protest. The 
group is so posed and stiff and strained 
and dry. No one can deny there is 
good painting in it—look at the mar- 
velous quality and feel of the dress 
the young woman stretched on the 
chair in the foreground is wearing. 
But does that excuse the sapped father 
and stodgy mother? Or the sister? 
This mannerism of converting human 
people into sawdust-stomached dolls 
is one to be dreaded. Leon Krol] has 
achieved popularity. There is occa- 
sion enough in this present example 
of his art for a warning that too much 
accent on dry precision may rub the 
gold from his talent. 

There is, looking on the bright side 
of the current exhibition, a wealth of 
charming paintings to be enjoyed. 
Two fo painters, or if not both 
foreign then at 1 two painters both 
related to fore schools, Mary Cas- 
satt and Nicolai Fechin, bring good 
counsel to the modern young hurried 
artist. Mary Cassatt shows “ Woman 
with a Fan,” a fantastic and fascinat- 
ing interplay of greens. Her use of 
color is a matter for study. — 

Nicolai Fechin shows a painting 
that was dwelt on at length last week. 
It is possibly the most exquisite can- 
vas and undoubtedly the most ex- 
quisite piece of portraiture in the 
exhibition, “ Lillian Gish as Romola.” 

It is not often that as many dra- 
matic and effective still lifes are gath- 
ered together as can be found here. 
One of the most striking is the ar- 
rangement 
of a burnished brass bowl and a wide, 
shallow blue dish of fruit. Another 
still life that charms, because it is so 
definite and fixed, is “ Still Life, .No. 
2,” by H. E. Schnakenberg. A decora- 
tive study of flowers is seen in “ Zin- 
nias,” by Dixie Selden. ‘‘ Three Peri- 
ods of Art,” by Henry G. Keller, is 
another interesting still life that has, 
illustrative of one period, an unusu- 
ally fine dish of thick ware, really 
beautiful. 

There are a number of notable land-

Horses in Bronze. 


Apropos of horses, there is among 
us an extremely clever sculptor who 
makes horses her specialty, and who 
has made statuettes of some of the 
famous steeds in this and other parts 
of the World, and of their riders, too. 
Kathieen Wheeler is an English- 
woman with a passionate love of ani- 
mals which manifests itself in every 
line and curve of her masterly pieces. 
Up to yesterday she was working in a 
temporary studio in the Aldis play- 
house in Lake Forest. When I made a 
visit to her recently she showed me 
geome spirited examples of her art. 

There was a little likeness in bronze 
of the famous French champion racer, 
Epinard, which fairly breathed life. 
Not far off was an equally vibrant 
likeness of the year old stallion, Sir 
Barton, belonging to B. B. Smith of 
Virginia, an animal which holds most 
of the speed records in the country. 
There are also statues of such well 
known horses as Flying Ebony, the 
year’s Kentucky Derby winner, and 
James Brady’s (rvington Model, cham- 
pion hackney stallion. 

A charming portrait of Mrs. William 
Swift on her horse, Strike Breaker, 
caught my eye. It is a capital like- 
ness of her as well as of her mount. 
It reproduces most effectively the slen- 
der, rather drooping grace of her fig-

While we in this country are warm, 
sheltered, clothed, fed, and entertained 
in many ways, over on the other side 
of the Atlantic a .arge number of 
people as well born and bred as are 
those who compose an average theater 
audience here are without any of these 
things we accept as a matter of course.

Many people with this instinctive 
love of the artistic and beautiful as it 
was handed down to us suffered ex- 
cruciating tortures at the French Ex- 
hibition of Modern Decorative Arts, I 
imagine the ardent desire to create 
something entirely unrelated to any- 
thing that had gone before resulted in 
some strange and unlovely vagaries 
and added little to the sum of man’s 
contributions to the genuinely admira- 
ble and beautiful.

going to refuse any lions 
that came our way. 

We had hunted the 
cape buffalo on the Sem- 
liki, below Mboga, as we 
waited for our porters for 
the journey on through 
the Ituri. That hunting 
had brought some excit- 
ing moments, but no 
buffalo. One of the ex- 
citing moments was when 
we caught up with a herd 

- Ohe morning just as they 
dipped behind the leafv 
screen of the jungle 
growth that banded the 
sunken river. We went 
down the slope after them, and were twenty feet from 


There was utter quiet; then a snort. 

If one does not believe this makes an exciting mo- 
ment—to be twenty feet from a snorting buffalo, a 
buffalo that is unseen and whose companions are un- 
seen, on a grassy slope that drops sharply down to the 
buffalo without a shred of cover, in grass waist high, 
nicely impeding escape, if escape there could be from 
those flying hoofs—then all I say is, let him come and 
try it. [know that my heart was beating like a trip 
hammer as we .stood, guns up, waiting in tense sus- 
pense for the next move. 

When the crash came, however, it was not toward 
us, but on to the right, and after another period of 
waiting fame other sounds, going off to the left, indi- 
catmg that some of the herd had waited, then gone 
Off, less hurriedly, in the other direction. 

The big bull that we had been tracking had gone off 
with the first fot, and we never did catch up with him 
again.

Selous and Stigand put the lion first, and Roosevelt 
said that in-his judgment the summary of opinion was 
for the lion as most dangerous, but I know that in 
every conversation with hunters in British East Africa 
they all put the buffalo or elephant ahead of the lion. 

It is true that more men are killed by lion, but per- 
haps more men hunt lion, or the lion gets his toll 
among unsuspecting ranchers. At any rate, the chances 
of escape are better from a lion than from an elephant 
or buffalo. The lion gets in a bite or a stroke and 
often springs avay. If the victim dies later, it is quite 
as frequently from the infection of the wound as from 
the extent of it. Many a man recovers from a lion 
mauling, though he bears the marks to his grave. Few 
men have escaped elephants. 

Carl Akeley escaped one, though actually within its 
tusks—but it was only the chance hardness of the 
ground stopping the elephant’s driving tusks which 
saved him. Captain Salmon escaped, though the ele- 
phant’s trunk was wound about his neck, und Selous 
has escaped several times through furious running and 
dodging, though the elephant’s outstretched trunk was 
spraying blood down his tattered shirt. 


ELOUS, by the way, that most famous of big game 

hunters, had a habit of hunting elephants on foot, n 
his ivory gathering days in South Africa, clad simply in 
his shirt, his trousers removed to facilitate the get- 
away—a performance that for daring and discomfort 
has rarely been equaled. 

The only eseapes from buffalo that I happened to 
hear of were those up a convenient tree. I never 
heard of a man getting away after the buffalo had 
once established contact. | 

We began our real experience of buffalo with that 
herd of fifty near Malunga’s village, where they had gone 
surging past us 
in a thunder of 
hoofs and one 
of the m—be- 
lieved to be 
the black bull, 
unfired upon— 
had come back 
to charge. He 
was at fifteen 
feet when the 
two shots we 
gave turned 
him. I never 
want any live- 
lier emotions 
than those few 
minutes in that 
herd. 

After that we 
had some en- 
counter every 
day, for the re- 
gion about t he 
place we called 
Green Hill and

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black and I a red, and we 
opened fire, bringing them 
down. 

The herd rayed out in 
stampede, but one big 
red fellow that had been 
in some grass between us 
and those that we were 
after came tearing 
straight at us. There 
wasn't much time for im- 
pressions. Herbert and 
I were on the low side of 
the rock, and Herbert's 
gun boy helpfully leaped 
in front of my gun in the 
effort to climb up off the 


ground. 
I got the gleam of a 
red torpedo coming 


through the grass and the 
glint of those horns. Her- 
bert fired and turned him. 
He did not fire again, for 
he did not want to bring 
him down, as we had 
enough now both for food 
and trophies. Afterward 
we regretted it, for our 
buffaloes were so dead when we got to them that the 
Moslem gun boys scarcely felt it worth while to pre- 
tend to cut their throats—for they could only eat meat 
killed in the orthodox way with the orthodox incanta- 
tion—and the meat was useless for them after all. while 
the head of the red one was not as large as that of the 
red one that had charged. 

Again a black bull charged us—showing there was 
no distinction in color—and this charge was unpro- 
voked. We were going up.a little hill to look out for 
elephants, following an old buffalo trail to the top. It 
was tall grass. Herbert was a good bit ahead, his boy 
carrying his gun. Suddenly a buffalo rose in his path, 
a big, black bull. Nothing on earth could have saved 
Herbert if the beast had come at him—his boy with 
the gun had given a backward jump, and I don’t believe 
anyway that the boy could have got the gun to him 
in time, for if the buffalo had charged he would have 
been on top of him at once. He owes his life to the 
chance that the buffalo plunged off the other way. 


When I came up a few minutes later I saw nothing 
of buffalo, nor did the two men who came up another 
trail. We sat some time on a sloping rock on the sum- 
mit, scanning the country for the big tusker we were 
seeking, and watching some distant herds of cows and 
babies; then Arthur and Harry went down to signal us 
from another little hill. 


FEW moments after they had gone down there 
came a rush through the grass and in front of us, on 


. the edge of the little clearing of trampled grass about 


the rock, stood a big, black bull. Presumably he was 
Herbert's chance acquaintance. More than presumably 
he was mad, fighting mad. This going up and down 
had been too much for his nerves.

That same day gave us one more picture of buffalo, 
this time that of watchful waiting. From our hilltop 
“we could}see down into the green meadows through 
which. our trail wound, and there we saw three buf- 
{aloes grazing. Their heads kept coming up uneasily, 
for the wind was from us. A little farther on we 
could just make out another buffalo buried in the 
vrass by the path. She never budged, but stood hke 
Patience being her own monument, her head toward 
the tainted wind, her eyes, presumably, on the path. 
Ve would lose sight of her as soon as we left the top, 
so we took our bearings carefully, to make connections 
with some very different trails. 


HE Abyssinian buffalo ended with the forest coun- 
try,and on the plains of the Ruindi 

and the Ruchuru rivers were the black 

cape buffalo again. We planned to 

strike straight east to the right bank 

of the Ruchuru river, which was out 

of the game reserve, then northeast to 

the foot of Lake Edward. 

We had a scramble getting away 
from the Ruindi, for we had only 
about fifty of our old ‘mountain por- 
ters left. All the loads that we could 
spare had been sent on to the Belgian 
post of Ruchuru, three days’ journey 
to the south, but even so, we had not 
been able to keep enough carriers to 
move the rest of us. 

We were waiting for men from the 
post of Ruchuru, but we decided to 
move at once, before those we did have 
died of the squashes and the hon meat 
that they were living on, and our boys and ourselves of 
the kimputu that came crawling out of the cracks in the 
old grass houses at night, invading our tents, so we 
got twenty porters from the nearest chiefling, and 
some others simply out of the atmosphere—innocent 
bystanders and inadvertent travelers and passers by 
who yielded to the lure of our wages and promptly 
regretted it. 

Six of the porters the chief brought us were women. 
and half of these had their babies on their backs. It 
appeared that six husbands had dived into the bush at 
the summons from the chief, and their wives had been 
haled forth to do duty instead. 


It was the custom of the country, and we swallowed | 


our protest; moreover, we were soothed with a beau- 
tiful explanation—as soon as the hiding husbands saw 
their wives loaded beside the other porters and 
marched away they would leap from the bush, wrest 
the loads from their heads, and march valiantly in 
their stead. 

Nothing of which happened. No husbands or any- 
bedy else leaped out to wrest any loads from the 
women—as a matter of fact, they seemed to accumu- 
late all the surplus bundles and chickens of. the cara- 
van. But we had seen to it that their loads were half 
13 light as usual, and they did not seem to be having a 
thin time at all. 

I noticed that our cook, a jaunty chap, forbore his 
usual custom of hurrying ahead to have his fire going 
by the time the food came in, and strutted along 
among the women, his hat cocked, his cane swinging. 


That evening the women settled down by their camp- 
fire, prepared for a cheery night in the great out of 
doors, and there was lamenting when Herbert thought- 
iully sent them across the river to the huts of the 
chief's wives. 

Next morning all the Ruindi carriers started back, 
«und we decided that the three men had better take all 
the available porters and strike northeast toward the 
bunting grounds where they could get meat, while Miss 
Williams and Alice and I, with our boys, stayed here 
in camp to await the porters from the post. Then we 
planned to follow after the men. 

But when the porters eame, they were fifty, not a 
hundred, and said they had food for but two days, so 
[ decided to go straight into Ruchuru, leave Miss 
Williams and Alice there, and then north with fresh

whom we came in contact, I left Miss Willams and 
Alice cheerv as crickets on their hearth, ensconced in a 
little mud house with thatched roof, and with my gun 
boy, Omari, and twenty porters started north across 
the plains to rejoin the hunters. 

It was a lively march, for the local guide the men 
had sent me didn’t want to go back to the camp; he 
yearned so volubly and continuously to escape to his 
village and rejoin. a wife whom he either adored or 
distrusted~—I didn’t gather which—that Omari and I 
decided that we had better do the two day trip in one 
for fear the guide would eseape in the night. So the 
guide, Omari, and I marched like mad over the face of 
Africa, leaving the porters far behind, and after eight 
desperate hours of it the day began to wane, and a 
lion along the river began some early hunting noises, 
and I began to remember the little postseript in Her- 
bert’s letter, in which he said that if they moved

camp they would leave 4 man behind to bring me on 
next day. 

If the hunters had gone on and my porters didn’t 
catch up with the tents, I could see a jolly little night 
for me and my faithful gunboy, without food or water, 
our backs against a tree, taking pot shots at a lion. 


UT the men had not moved. The camp was in a 

beautiful site, on the eastern bank of the Ruchuru 
river, opposite the last peak in that spur of the Kasalli 
mountains which runs out into the plains between the 
Ruindi and the Ruchuru rivers. We called it Camp 
Hippo, for the wide pools of the river were alive with 
the great creatures, and all the ways to it, through 
the dense palm and thorn thickets, were the deep 
rutted trails they make, 

Here we spent hours photographing the hippo with 
the motion camera, and they seemed to get as much 
fun out of watching us as we did out of them. One 
morning we had six of them lined in front of us in the 
water, great blobs of heads they were, with clear cut 
little ears, goggly eyes, and simply incredible mouths. 
They would come to the top with a snort, stare and 
stare, swimming about a little, perhaps, then sink 
slowly, like a cork drawn under.
